BRITAIN’S FISHING INDUSTRY 
FACES FIGHT TO THE FINISH 


Newlynis furious after having invested £50,000 in 
nets and gear. EU fisheries minister Emma Bonino 
said that there would be no new money to 
compensate fishermen for this latest outrage. 

Galling too is that Spanish fishermen are in line 
for compensation from the British government of 
£100 million. It’s not right, but our cowardly 
government will pay up without a fuss. 

When Tony Blair was on the election trail, he 
promised help for the fishermen. Fifteen months 
later, fishermen have at least found the value of 
Blair’s promises: zero. 

Fishing and fishermen have been continually 
betrayed by governments wedded to the European 
ideal and free trade. Britain’s fishing grounds 
comprise 80 per cent of the entire useful fishing 
grounds of Europe — in other words nearly all of 
it. But fishermen from all over Europe now simply 
turn up and plunder our fish reserves subject to 
their country’s quota’ which can be circumvented 
by registering a fishing boat in Britain which then 
counts against our own British quota! 

European conservationists have rightly pointed 
out that over fishing reduces fish stocks. The 
solution? Cut the British fishing fleet by half and 


Skipper Shaun Williams can’t afford 
to let his 60ft netter and gear stay idle 
What then can be done about 
conserving fish stocks and preserving 
the British fishing fleet which provides 
the country with much needed food, 
employment and wealth?

LOSING BATTLE WITH BNP 


In April, readers may remember 
that BN put the spotlight on Labour 
MP for Peterborough, Helen Brinton. 
Brinton had threatened a local 
constituent with prosecution after 
he had complained to her about 
harassment of old folk in his area by 
gangs of young Asians. 

Last month Brinton, dubbed the 
android by the Sunday Times and 
who dropped a complaint against 
The Guardian which accused her of 
‘dirty talk’ in a café, got herself in 
the news, this time making her own 
complaint against yes, you’ve 
guessed it, the awfully wicked BNP! 

A big headline in the local paper, 
the Herald & Post, screamed: 

‘Brinton brings in police after BNP 
threats’. This was preceded by a 
thoroughly hyped-up pre-headline 
saying: ‘MP fears for safety of her 
children after warnings’. The report 
following started by saying that:- 


‘City MP Helen Brinton called in the 
police after being targeted in an aggressive 
campaign by the ultra right-wing British 
National Party. 

She has even been advised by 
colleagues to open mail with a knife in 
case razor blades are tucked inside her 
letters. 

The BNP... has bombarded the 
Peterborough MP with postcards 
accusing her of being an anti-white racist.’ 


So, what prompted all this? Merely 
that one of the party’s local 
supporters had posted to Brinton a 
cut-out of our April report! 

The ‘threat’, like the razor blades, 
was a figment of the imagination of 
one of her Labour Party buddies. 

But newspapers, whether national 
or local, are not bothered by such 
things as facts. The clear intention 


of the Herald & Postwas that readers . 


would see its headline and read the 
first three paragraphs following, 
without bothering to examine the 
small print buried a good deal further 
down in the report in which a BNP 
spokesman was quoted as saying: 
“No-one in the BNP has threatened 
anyone. We are a non-violent 
organisation. We feel that MPs 
shouldn’t threaten people’s liberties. 
Brinton does.” 

The party is registering acomplaint 
with the Press Complaints 
Commission over this blatantly 
misleading piece of gutter journalism. 

The report would have been bad 
enough had its headline spoken of 
alleged BNP threats — bearing in 
mind the party’s denial printed later 
on. But no! The Herald & Post, 
acting as prosecutor, judge and jury 
in the case, condemned the BNP as 
having made the ‘threats’ on the 


basis of Brinton’s squealing. 

BN readers might be interested to 
know that Helen ‘dirty talk’ Brinton, 
lives a long way away from the 
problems caused by multi-racialism 
in that city. She resides in an all- 
white part of leafy rural Kent and 
has NO intention of moving into 
Peterborough. And she has the 
cheek to say she represents 
Peterborough people! 

The following week, the 
Peterborough Herald & Post ran 
another front page ‘Do we want 
extremists on our doorstep?’ Part of 
the story included extracts from 
June’s BN which said that 
Peterborough had seen 2,000 leaflets 
distributed there (campaigning for 
‘Justice and Freedom’) and that a 
new group could follow. The Herald 
& Post then organised a phone poll 
inviting readers to phone one number 
if they agreed the BNP should form 
a group in the City and another if 
they thought not. 

The phone poll result showed that 
of 1,445 people phoning in, 955 or 
66% had voted yes! 

While this is a wonderful result for 
the party in Peterborough, it does 
not mean that the party has the

A LONG LONG ROAD 
Mr Michael Mansfield Q.C. is a 
truly remarkable lawyer. Why, when 
IRA supporters are convicted of 
participation in IRA murders, long 
after they are convicted Mr 
Mansfield steps in and with great 
ingenuity has their convictions 
declared “unsafe” and wins them 
great dollops of our money in 
compensation for their trouble. 
Time is no barrier to Mr Mansfield. 
Why just the other day he had the 
conviction of a Somali seaman 
hanged in Cardiff Prison 50 years 
ago overturned and declared “unsafe” 
complete with a grovelling apology. 
Since then, he has been involved 
in the public inquiry into the murder 
of Black teenager, Stephen Lawrence

express their concern at reports that 


the Chairman of the inquiry was

insufficently pro-Black and anti- 


White. That Mansfield was able to 
pressure the Home Secretary to grant 
this unprecedented interview was 
no doubt made easier by the fact that 
both of them are of the same 
persuasion and it will have had the 


effect of pressuring the Chairman of 
the Inquiry, Sir William Macpherson, 
into being very careful in making 
any comment that might be 
considered to be expressing a racial 
preference; a crime now rated as 
equal to murder — no, worse! 

Of course it was Mansfield who 
represented the Lawrences’ at the 
trial of the five youths accused of 
the murder when he was thwarted 
by the tiresome triviality of the fact 
that there was no evidence against 
them. Of course a public inquiry is 
a far more congenial setting since it

The wave of horrific race hate attacks 
directed at lone whites continues with 
victims being savagely beaten for no 
other reason than for being white. 

An horrendous race attack took place 
on Tuesday 9th of June in London’s 
Regents Park. A boy of 14 was beaten 
to the ground by a gang of up to 12 
Asian teenagers with golf umbrellas 
while making his way home from school, 
leaving him unconscious with serious 
head injuries. A tiny article in the 
Evening Standard stated that the 
incident was, in inverted commas, a 
‘race attack’. The local press the 
following week dropped all mention of 
the crime’s motive, preferring to push 
the story to the back pages. 

The BN team contacted the 
Metropolitan Police press office and 
were told by a female spokesperson in 
a highly emotional tone that: “it has not 
been recorded as a race crime, just 
because the victim is white and the 
assailants Asian.” She also said that 
the youth was still in a coma five days 
after the attack and was in a Central 
London hospital. 

After some further investigation by 
BN, it has been confirmed that there is 
still serious inter-gang rivalry in this

BUTLINS MEETS BOSNIA 


Representatives from Tower Hamlets 
and Bexley BNP attended the Twelfth 
July celebrations in Northern Ireland 
last month, to visit the newly 
established Party organisation there, 
and find out why the British 
Government and its paramilitary wing 
— the IRA — want such displays 
banned... | 

After checking in at Heathrow, we 
rushed to get ourselves on the plane 
but Special Branch, “not so fast 
sonnies,” wanted a word first. We were 
told that they knew the reason we were 
travelling on that weekend (Well done, 
Sherlock!), but they wanted to ask us 
a few questions about where we would 
be staying and to find out what we 
thought of the sell-out of Ulster. 

When we arrived at Belfast Airport 
(minus the three copies of British 
Nationalist handed out to SB) we met 
up with members of the newly formed 
Northern Ireland unit. They come from 
all walks of life including fishermen, ex- 
servicemen, and an assistant bank 
manager. 

Driving through the city and then 
south towards Portadown, we saw flags 
everywhere: Ulster flags with the red 
cross and Red Hand; St. Andrew’s 
crosses, King William of Orange and 
large numbers of Union flags. From the 
church field at Drumcree you can just 
see the rows of Tricolours down on the 
Garvaghy Road. They look identical in 
every way, no doubt bought asa job lot 
by Sinn Fein/IRA. 

The Drumcree stand-off was across 
between Butlins and Bosnia, with a 
permanentrally atmosphere, complete 
with tents and caravans. The Church 
of Ireland provided food and drink at 
cost price, but traders were also busy. 
To the front of the ‘Defence Line’, the 
country lane was blocked by two lorry 
freight containers placed side by side. 
Coils of barbed and razor wire guarding 
muddy trenches gave an ironic echo of 
the conditions in the Somme in July 
1916, where so many Ulstermen died 
for Britain. To the left of the army’s 
barricade is the church graveyard, 
spotlessly tidy — even a plastic cup 
dropped over the wall by mistake was

picked up immediately. 

Throughout our time there, the huge 
numbers of troops manning the 
barricade were on permanent alert to 
hold back the thousands of protesters 
who had come to support the right of 
local Orangemen to hold their 
traditional after-church parade along 
the main road used by their forefathers 
since 1817. Having already voluntarily 
abandoned ten other annual parades 
in the area in order to placate local 
Republicans, they were determined not 
to give up this one. 

Totally ignoring the massive

compromises already made by the 
loyalists, the Northern Ireland Office 
had stated that “it is dependent upon 
the wishes of the ‘nationalist 
community’ on the Garvaghy Road 
whether the parade is allowed to pass.” 
In other words, the IRA had the final 
work on the matter! 

The people of Ulster are being forced 
out into a political no-man’s land, where 
they are denied the protection of the 
law and the rights extended 
to other British citizens. 

Inthe mostblatant example 
of this so far, the Government 
practically declared war on 
itsown people by threatening 
to shoot any who tried to 
cross the many rows of wire 
and the two moats at 
Drumcree. Those who tried to do so 
were shot with baton rounds, often at 
point-blank range. Many were 
hospitalised, including a young girl 
shot in the face and who needed an 
operation lasting hours to save her life 
and rebuild her shattered features. 

We watched too as one youth, 
somewhat the worse for drink, danced 
on top of the freight containers in front 
of his friends, before being jumped on 


by fifteen truncheon-wielding riot | 


police and brutally beaten, even after 
losing consciousness. 

Small wonder that many of the other 
young men on that protest, and others 


= throughout the 


Province, feel so 
much anger. 

The politicians 
and media may 
weep crocodile 
tears for the 
innocent victims 
who suffer when 
that anger spills 
over, but they are 
the ones who have 
created the 
desperation and 
hatred by 
demanding that 
loyalists give up 


their rights while 
giving way to 
Republicans and 
reassuring them 
that they will geta 
United Ireland as 
soon as their ever- 
growing numbers 
put them in the 
majority. 

The horrific 
deaths of Jason, 
Mark and Richard 
Quinn played 
heavily on the 
hearts of both 
communities. A 
minute’s silence was observed at every 
loyalist event in the days which 
followed, including at Drumcree, where 
prayers were said every single day. 

It has to be said that the people 
behind the anti-Orange Parades 
Commission must also bear 
responsibility, by teaching loyalist 
hotheads that if they allow Catholic 
families to settle in their areas they will 
lose their own rights as soon as the 
newcomers have enough numbers to 
provide a base for Sinn Fein/IRA. 


“Ask any activists in the North did 
Drumcree happen by accident and they 
will tell you no. Three years work went 
into creating that situation and fair play 
to those people who put the work in.”

Loyalists are learning the lessons 
of places like the Garvaghy Road, 
where the disrupted area is only 100 
per cent nationalist because all its 
Protestant families have been burned 
out, or at the Markets area in Belfast, 
where faded murals of King Billy can 
still be seen faintly beneath IRA/INLA 
slogans. 

‘Ethnic cleansing works!’ That’s 
what Blair, Adams, Hume, Hague, the 
BBC, The Mirror, andall the rest have 
taught the people of Ulster.

Instructive too was the speed and 
ruthlessness with which the media used 
the tragic murders of the three little 
boys as a stick with which to beat the 
Orangemen. 

“We’re guilty just because of what 
we are,” one protester told us, with the 
unanimous agreement of everyone in 
earshot. “If we don’t stand up for our 
ownrights, no-one else will.” By forcing 
people to such conclusions, the 
politicians are sowing the seeds of an 
even more destructive conflict in the 
future. _ 

On the positive side, however, the 
fact that all the mainland political parties 
now openly support the Irish 
imperialism of the Pan-Republican 
Front can only help to boost sympathy 
for the British National Party in Ulster. 
This can only encourage the growth of 
our organisation there, and ensure that 
future BNP visitors have an even warmer 
welcome than we did. 

Throughout our long weekend the 
people we met can only be described as 
“the salt of the Earth.” At every social 
club we visited, the compere/DJ 
mentioned our presence which 
produced hearty cheers and clapping. 
Those who took part in the parades, 
those who watched and enjoyed the 
stirring bands —Protestants and 
Catholics alike — were literally the 
Best of British!
